Tobacco requires a large amount of care throughout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised after tlie 

tobacco plants are set out until tl'.i'y have roarliL-d n sue where further 
cukivation would damage the If.'ives and injure the i>«'t.i. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the nttaiks nf the tobacco woni\ ami other 
parasites which commit great devapt.itinu in the crops. To nn vcnt the 
leading stem from running up too quickly to (lower and seed, ancl so st.irvinK 
the Ic.ivcs, the topis nipped off with the tliunib nail, leaving only nine or 
twelve leaves on each stem. I^ter on the .siichcrs or shoots which now make 
their appearance .nt thf; junction of the leaves .ind atwut the roots of the 
plants, are rtnioyed. lobacco is .nl-io subject to " firiiif;," a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The planter must, therefore, protect his 
crop againit all these possible injuries by proper spraying and cultivating. 

All of these different operations take time and cost money, but the 
increased price which the planter receives for his crop warrants the

BUÎ REFUSES HIM PERMISSION TO PlUÏ WITH STARS; 
CORPORllTl COMM ITTEE ST EPS OVER HEAD OF ASSN. 

Denied Permission to Play With the Stars, Former McGill Hockey and Football Player Secures Consent of 
Three Members of the Athletics' Committee of Corporation — George Scott, Sci. '17, Reported to 
the Athletics' Committee of Corporation for Figuring in Ski Meet at Dartmouth Without Permission 
of Athletic Association— Hughes Has Been Under Suspension Since the Fall of 191S, But Has Sev- 
eral Times Appeared in Colours of an Outside Organization. 



In spite of the ruUug of the Athletic Association, C. J. Fleet, K.C., Dr. Howard T. Barnes, and Dr. F. 
W. Harvey, members of the Athletics' Committee of Corporation, yesterday afternoon gave consent to 
Hughes' plnying with the Stars last night. 

The constitutional aspect of the action of the Athletics' Committee of Corporaton is questionable, 
since constitutionally "students desiring to participate in 'outside' athletics must first obtain a sanction 
from the Athletic Association, such sanction to be approved by the Athletics' Committee of Corpora- 
tion," 

Hughes was denied by the Athletic Association permission to play with the Stars, but took the case 
to the Athletics' Committee of Corporation, which, while it "has vested in it the ultunate authority 
and power of supervision in all matters affecting Athletics in the University," has never overridden 
the action of the Athletic Association. A aangerous precedent has thus been established. Moreover, 
neither the president of the Athletic Association, W.H. Gerrie, Sci. '17, nor Dr. Arthur S. Lamb, Med. 
'17, Athletic Dh-ector, intermediary between the Athletic Association and the CommitteCy was consulted 
by the members of the Comniitte before consent w as given to Hughes. 

The members of the Athletics' Committee of Corporation who gave this consent acted without re- 
ceiving any advices irom the Athletic Association as' to the result of yesterday's meeting, and merely 
on the request of Hughes.

THE HUGHES' CASE, 



DUO of the Kre..t questions exercis- 
liiK lht^ Japanese st&t<>.snien unJ busl- 
aeea men at tlu' present moment, is 
tliu qut'stlon of the position of Jup- ^ 
aneae trade after the war. The war 
has bruufht about (treat trade 
ctianges in many i-ountries, both bel- 
llseroDt and neutral, and. In Japan, 
tbose cha&Kes bave often been of an 
almost revolutlonanr nature. The 
Japanese trader is «otabljr quick to 
see, and even to foresee, opportuni- 
tlea, aa4 to take tbo very fuHest ad- 
vantag* of tbem as tbcr arise; but he 
is also astute enoush to recogmiie that 
the great opportunities which have 
come his way, during the last two 
years, are the restilt of conditions en- 
tirely transitory. War work is all 
very well in its way: it has already 
resulted in a rehabilitation of Japan- 
ese finance uulooked for by Japanese 
statesmen before the war, save as the 
■ object of many years of persistent ef- 
fort; but the great object of Japan, at 
this time, is to gecur* permanent mar- 
' kets for her industrial output. 

The Japanese Government Is goins 
I about the matter with all its accus- 
I tomed thoruuKhness. and careful in- 
I vestitfatiuns are being carried on in 
1 those countries which offer the best 
prospects of affording k permanent 
maricet for Japanese goods. Japan is 
willing to manufacture for and sell to 
any country. She loses no opportunity 
for work; but as the great mass of 
data relating to her wide-flung ac- 
tivities flows into the Government of- 
fices at Toklo, it is very carefully 
scrutinised. The trade expert does 
not allow himself to be deceived for a 
moment. Here is a gooii contract, but 
it will not recur. Hero Is another 
equally Kood; hut the competition fur 
the business, after the war, will be so 
great that Japan, ttiUiiited us she is. 
could not possibly obtain it. Here, 
however, is a trade openins which 
might profitably be fostereil, and here 
is yet another which must, at all costs. 



The whole tuiestiou of tlie ilin-ctioii and control of University 
athletics is at stake, following the aetiou yesterday of the (.'hair- 
man and two other laembers of the Athletics' Committee of Corpora- 
lion in granting i)ermission to VT. P. Hughes, an outlaw of the Ath- 
letie Association, to play with an outside organization, when the 
Athletic Association had expressly i-efused that permission after a 
consideration of the merits and demerits of the case. Further, the 
Athletics' Ooniiuittec of Corporation granted this permission with- 
out havhig even been officially notified of the result of the Athletic 
As-sociation's deliberations, and without having conferred in their 
action with either the President of the Athletic Association or the 

Director of Athletics, who is constitutionally recognized as the in-!be'kept open, "ami niadV permanent' 
termediaiy between the Athletic Association, reprefjouting the un- 1 .\nd so it goes on. and has been go- 
dergraduates. and the Athletics' Committee of Corporation, repre- 
senting the Uuivor.sity.

were members. It is for the reputation of the University that the 
Athletics' Committee of Corporation ha^ to answer, and if the pres- 
ent state of affairs continues, who knows but tliat there niuy be a 
return to the old order of things, when undisciplined bodies of stu- 
dents, lacking control and without proper direction of their interests, 
set out on a barnstorming toiu- of neighboiu-ing centres, played un- 
der McGill colours, and conducted themselves in a manner which 
certainly lirouglit no credit upon the Univer.sity or upon themselves 



setting at naught of years of effort on the part of the Athletic As- 
sociation, which has sought persistently to direct carefully Univer- 
sity athletics. 

Things have come to a pretty pass when the Athletics' Commit- 
tee of Corporation has seen fit to deal in such a high-handed and ar- 
bitrary manner with matters which have customarily and Avithout 
opposition on the part of the Committee, been regulated by the Ath- 
letic Association. In the face of the facts as they have been set forth 
above, and in another column in this issue of McGill Daily, the posi- 
tion of the executive of the Athletic Association would scarcely ap- 
pear to be tenable. In the opinion of McGill Daily, ample justifica- 
tion might he found in recent d.-velopments for the disbandment of 
the Athletic Association. Let the officers resign, and let the Ath- 
letics' Committee of Corporation alone run athletics.

A large and interested audience en- 
joyed the address on "The Rising Cost 
of Livlnif," which Prof. Leacock de- 
livered yesterday at the R. V. C. 
under the auspices of the Montreal 
Uou.sewlves' L,easue. Prof. Leaccck 
dealt with the subject in his usual 
able manner. enlivenlns it with 
touches of keen humour. 

With il few well-oho.seii remarks 
.Mrs. Koitier, the President of the 
Housewives' League, Introduced l'ro»- 
fessor Leacock to the audience, ex- 
prussiiiK the anticipation with which 
all had been looking forward to the 
address which he was about to give. 

The food problem is always a 
world-wide one. The food makes the 
man, the man makes the nation, and 
tha nation makes the world. There- 
fore the problem, which at the pres- 
ent time is occupying the minds of 
so many people, is one ot gntA im- 
portance. 

The rising cost of living began 
long before the war started. Food 
prices for some time past had been 
rising. From 1900 to IDU the rise 
of prices was considérable. In Can- 
ada articles which in 1900 sold for 
$1.00. in 1914 sold for $1.37. In the 
ITnited States the rise ('f prices was i 
about the same as that in Canada. Iii 
KuKliuid, where prices arc usually 
more or less stable, there has been a 
ii.se. as there has also been In Cler- 
niany. in Kussiu, and in other coun- 
tries. 

There has ber^n tuuch discussion as 
to the cause of this increase of prices I 
in Canada. .Many exi>lanalion« have 
been offered, auch as the effect ot 
tariff.'*, and the change of government 
at the time wlicn the question of reci- 
procity between Canada and the 
United States was paramount. Yet 
the most probable explanation la that 
money has been becoming over-abun- 
dant. Oold has be«n Inoreaalng in 
amount In the country, and has thus 
beooma cheaper. When gold is cheap- 
er prices rise higher, and prices have 
been rising at the rate ot two cents 
on the dollar. Calculations as to 
what prices would bo in a few years 
have been made, but the war has In- 
terfered with ajiy plans for remedy. 

Now some prices are so hiijh as to 
lie almost insupportable to many peo- 
ple. The rise from 1914 to the pres- 
ent time has been much «reater than 
it Would ordinarily havo been, when

ilue only to the increa.sc in the gold In 
the country. The cause of this rise 
is Ihe war. One can easily see that, 
with from fifteen to twenty millions 
f men eiiRaged in destroying instead 
of producing, with machines and cloth- 
ing being made tor war purposes, 
prices must necessarily rise. The 
production of a great part of the world 
Is for the war, and not for the people 
who are at home. 

AVhcn the war first broke out there 
was a prospect of prosperity. Tet 
this prospect was false. The same 
thing has occurred at the beginning of 
all great wars, as, for example, at the 
outbreak of the great war with Trance, 
and of the American Civil War. Hoon 
after, liowever, comes the disaster of 
the rise of prices. 

There Is not miu h that can be done , 
to alleviate the distress tliat follows 
on this rise in prices. Adversity Is; 
here to slay for some time, yet this is ; 
not a cause for rcKiet. fanada had 
counted the cost before entering the 
war, and she is ready to suffer the 
consecpiences. 

I'rofessoi- l.eao^ck showed some 
ways In which prices might he lower- 
ed, and living be made less of a bur- 
den. 

In the first place, if Urlfts were re- 
moved, food would b« cheapar, al- 
though between Canada and tha Unit- 
ed States the differenco would not be 
great Professor Leacock said, "Were 
I one of the governors of Canada, I 
would take away the tariff. It should 
be taken away in the present emer- 
gency. It Is national inssnlly to put 
an artificial barrier to Rettlnp cheap- 
er food." 

If niarfiarlne. snid by all fond spe- 
cialists to be perfectly wholesome, 
were used instead of butter, this 
would be a great savinR, Yet the 
Dairymen's Association says that the 
use of margarine would lower the 
price of their dairy produce. Pro- 
fessor Loaoook advised the women of 
the audianoa to tall the government 
that, unless margarine be used in 
Canada, they will advooata tha use of 
I'nited States butter, even though 
they are obliged to pay duty on It. 

If measures eoiild be taken to have 
all the available land used for the 
production of food, and If the city au- 
thorities furthered this Instead of 
maklnsr the so-colled Improvements In i 
the sidewalks and streets, tlii.» would i 
be of some benefit towards increasing 
the food supply in the country.

Fifteen students, representing the 
University of Pennsylvania, Princeton, 
Lehigh, Georgetown and George Wash- 
ington University, appeared before 
the senators that the vast majority 
tee, at a recent meeting.

^'radiiates, favored universal military 
training, 

l)r. Henry S. Drinker, chairman of 
the Military Training Camps' Asso- 
ciation, and president nf Lehigh I'lii- 
versity, introduced delegates from 
that Institution, who read a resolution 
adopted liy the .stinlent hoily heartily 
endorsiiu; the inovemetit for national 
preparedness ami universal tr.iininK. 

Dr. Drinker einplia.sized the iioint 
that the interest of students In iniU- 
tnry trainiiK; was not the result of 
hysteria c.uised hy the Kiiropean war. 
as student camps had been held two 

summers prior to the outbreak of the 
war. 

Tale had a large delegation before 
the committee, the same morning, and 
Harvard, which each summer has sent 
more than a thousand students to 
Plattsburg, voiced the enthusiastic 
sentiment of the Harvard men in fa- 
vor of universal military training.

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration ot six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
ysçtor, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres In unsurveyed te^ritor^ 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a tee ot flCOC 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an attidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent ot st least twetity-tive days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining conceasion may be acquired at ar..v 
time at tim rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR MBTALS, and fS.OO an acre 
for INKERlOll MINI^RALS.
